France’s. Qrdonnance for the raifing of Re- 
tie Kine a Foot by the Parifhes of the Provinces and 
Diftritts of bw Kingdom. Dated OX. 30. 1703. 


S Majefty judging it neceflary to provide with- 

the filling up of his Regiments of 
Foot, which by reafon of 
off, cannot fend their Officers ro raife Recruits; and 
being fatisfied there is no Method more fure and 
more expeditious to levy the Recruits wanting, than 
to oblige the Parifhes and Communities of the Pro- 
vinces and Diftricts of his Kingdom to furnith them ; 
his Majefty has caus’d to be drawn and {ubjoyn’d to 
this prefent Ordonnance, a Lift or Scheme of the 
number. of Men to be furnifh’d by each Diftrict or 
Province, and the Towns whither they are to be con- 
ducted; and he requires theGovernours and Deputy 
Governours of the faid Provinces, and the Inten ants 
of the Diftri¢ts of his Kingdom and the Frontier Pro- 
vinces, {peedily to fet about the proper Methods for 
utting the fame into due Execution. == 

His Majefty has thought good, for facilitating the 
Levy of the faid Recruits, to grant to the Men that 
hall be rais’d, the fame Advantages .promis’d in his 
Ordonnance of the 2d of November 1702, in favour 
of thofe who in the faid Year were sais‘ to recruit 
the Army in Italy, declaring to them, that they fhall 
not be oblig’d to ferve in the Regiments they fhall be 
ut into longer than 3 Years, after which they thall 

Ke permitted, as his Majefty promifes them by thefe 
prefents, to return home; and that when we are 
return’d into their own Parihhes,after they have fe 

the faid Term of 3Years,or ar what time foever if they 
defire to ferve longer, they fhall be exempted for 5 
Years from the day of their return home, fromall Taxes 
charg’d either on their Perfons,or on their own or their 
Wives Eftates or Goods of Inheritance, (in cafe they 
are married) or on their acquir’d Eftates or Goods ; 
And as for thofe of them that are Batchelors, they 
thall not be chargeable with any Taxes on the Eftates 
or Goods of the Wives they fhall marry within the 
faid five Years ; on producing requifire Certificates 
of the time they ferv'd and in what Company. 

It is his Majefty’s Intention likewife, that the faid 
Perfons, whether married or unmarried, who are re- 
gifter'd on the Tax-Rolls ar the time they hall be 
chofen for Recruits, fhall have their Names ras’d out 
of the faid Rolls, to the Intent ba h they and their 
Wives may be exempted from paying Taxes during 
the Time they fhall a¢tually ‘be in the Service, and 
5 Years after their rerurn home, as is abovefaid. 

As {oon as thefe Prefents fhall come to the Hands 
of the Intendants, they fhall in froportion to the 
Number of Men demanded by his Majefty to be 
asd within their Juri{didtion, regulate che Number 
tha: every Parith within their Jurifdidtion fhall | 
having fic regard to the Ability of each Parith, - 
fiall {ond Copies of this Ordonnance ro the Mayors, 
Sheriffs, Confuls, Syndics or Church-Wardens of the 
aid Parithes or Communities, and ar the fame ag 
fignifie to theni the Number of Men they mu

their Parithes or Communities, from above 18 to un- 
der 40 Years old; and if there are not Batchellors 
enough to make up the Number the Parith is order'd 
to furnifh, then they fhall incert the Names of the 
Married Men within the Age abovemention'd. 

When the Intendants have’ receiv’d the faid Lifts, 
they fhall appoint a Day for the faid Mayors, Sheriffs, 
Confuls, Syndics, or Church. Wardens,to get together 
the faid Batchellors,or married Men, if fuch are in'the 
Lift, and thall fignifie to them the Place and Hour 
where they will come to examine them, and the faid 
Intendants having approv’d and fet afide thofe they 
judge firceft for the Service, the Recruits thall be cho- 
fen by Lot in their prefence, all neceffary Precautions 
being taken that this Election by Lot be made with- 
out Favour or Fraud. 

In cafe any of the Batchellors or married Men 

whofe Names thal! be entred on the Lifts, thall ab- 
fent themfelves from their Parifhes after the faid Or 
donnance is publith’d, his Majefty’s Intention is, that 
they be reputed Deferters, and as fuch feiz’d where- 
ever they are found, and put into the Chain to be 
fent to the Galleys, without any Form of Procefs. His 
Majefty enjoyns ail Provofts Marthal and Officers of the 
Peace, to make diligent Search after them, to arpre- 
hend them where-ever they are found,and carry them 
to the next Prifon till they can be put into the 
Chain: And to encourage thesfaid Prow fts and 
Officers of the Peace to make diligent Scarch after 
fuch Perfons, his Majefty commands the Intendants 
to give them an Order to receive 50 Livres for every 
Man they hall apprehend. 
- His Majefty moft exprefly forbids the Mayore? 
Sheriffs, Confuls, Syndics, or Church-Wardens, to hire 
Men to ferve in the room of thofe elected by Lot 
out of their Parifhes, on any Pretence wharfoever 5 
or to admit of others tho’ they fhould voluntarily 
offer themfelves, nay, tho’ thefe offering themfelves 
fhould be of the fame Parith; as they will anfwer it 
at their Perils, and on the Penalty of a Fine of 300 
Livres, to be levied on the faid Mayors, Sheriffs,Con- 
fuls,Syndics, or Church- Wardens, for every Soldier of 
Recruir, and paid to the Captain for whom they were 
defign’d. 

‘The Soldiers whofe Lot it thall be to go for Re- 
cruits, fhall have warning givep them to be ready to 
march to the Town where the Recruits hall be ap- 
pointed to draw together; And fhall be charg’d nor 
to abfent themfelves in the mean time from the Pa- 
rifh above a day or 2,without leave from theMayors, 
Sheriffs, Confuls, Syndics, er Church-Wardens. 

The Intendants are to take care, that every Sol- 
dier be paid 4 Sols a-day, from the day he is chofen 
a Recruit to the time of his Departure to the Town 
where the Recruits areto draw together. 

His Majefty expects, that by the Diligence of the 
Intendants all the faid Soldiers fialiRendezvous in the 
faid Towns before the end of December next at fur- 


‘theft, to be deliver’d to the Officers who will repair 


thither to receive them, and th. Parifhes fhall not be 
difcharg’d of them bur by the Certificates given them 
by the faid Officers; And it being his Majefiy’sIntention, 
that the faid Officers fhall keep a Lift of the Soldiers 
they receive, which they fhall Sign, 2nd mention the 


- Parifhes that furnifh’d them, and fhall take the Hands 
ro it of the Mayors, Sheriffs, or Confuls of the Town. 
where they fhali be deliver’'d tothem; and this Lift 


they fhall give to the Commander cf their Barrallion 
as foon as they get to it. ‘.

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{t is neceflary that the Intendants tranfmit to the 
faid Officers, a Lift of the Soldiers that ought to be 
fent to the faid Towns,and the time when, to the end 
that if any of them fail to come by that time, the faid 
Officers may write to the Mayors, Sheriffs, Confuls,or 
Church-Wardens of the Parithes that fhould have fur- 
nifh’d them, to fend them in without further «elay 5 
and in cafe they thall fail of fo doing, then they are 
to give notice thereof to the Intendant or his Sub- 
delegate in his Abfence. 

The Intendants fhall iaform the Governours of the 
Provinces in which their Jurifdiction lyes, and in 
their Abfence his Majefty’s Deputy Governours of 
the {aid Provinces, of the Number of Men demanded 
of the Parifhes, to the end they may take due care 
that the {aid Soldiers be levied, that they be receiv’d 
and lodg’d in the Fowns nominated by his Majefty 
for their drawing together, and that they live there 
orderly. 

His Majefty commands the Mayors, Sheriffs, and 
Confuls ot the faid Towns,to receive and lodge them 
as they arrive, and during their ftay there, to furnifh 
them with neceffary Provifions, they paying for it the 
Rares ufually paid by Soidiers. : 

In cafe any of the {aid Recruits fhall retnrn to their 
Parifhes before the Expiration of the 3 Years they 
ought to ferve in his Majefty’s Troops, the Mayors, 
Sheriffs, Confuls, Syndics, or Church-Wardens, fhail 
give notice of it to the Juftices of the Neighbourhood, 
that they may be feiz’d and put into the Hands of 
the Provofts, to be punifh’d according to the import 
of thefe Prefents, and if the faid Juftices, Mayors, &c. 
fhall not do theirDury herein,they thal] be liable ro the 
penalty of being turn’d our of their Offices and of be- 
ing fin'd 300 Livers, which ihail not be remitted on 
any fretence whatfoever ; and his Majefty enjoyns all 
Provofts and other Officers of the Peace, to feize 
the faid Soldiers, and put them into the Chain ‘that 
they may be conducted to the Galleys, on the pe- 
nalty of being turn’d out of their Offices, if they neg- 
lect their Duty.

The Diftrict of Paris thall furnifh 1800 Men,which 
fhall be drawn together, 300 at Meaux, 300 at Pro- 
vins, 300 at Sens, 300 at Eftempes, 300 at Dreux, 
and 300 at Pontoife,
